T h e S u p re m e C o u rt Iln s A M inut'd J u d g e 
T e m p le ’s D ecisio n . 
S an F rancisco, January 2d.—The Su­ 
preme Court has rendered a decision affirm­ 
ing the judgm ent and order denying a new 
trial in the case of Colton vs. Stanford—a 
suit which has been [tending about six 
years. The case was originally tried before 
Judge Temple, of Sonoma, by whom judg­ 
ment was 
rendered for the defendant. 
The opinion of the Court is written by 
Justice Patterson and concurred in by Jus­ 
tices M cFarland, Sharpstein, W orks and 
Chief Justice Beatty. 
Fox, not having 
heard the argument, and Thornton, being 
disqualified, did not participate in the de­ 
cision. The opinion gives the following 
succinct history of the celebrated case : 
From the 5th day ot October. 1871, dow n to 
th e tim e of his death. David D. Coltou was as­ 
sociated w ith defendants iu the ow nership, con­ 
trol aud direction o f < eriaiu corporations. Prior 
to th a t tim e defendants and M ark H opkins had 
laten the principal ow ners of the stock of the 
C entral Pacific R ailroad Company, the Southern 
Pacific itailroad Company, and o"f various other 
subordinate and connected railroad cnm pacies, 
aud also of the Contract > ud fin a n c e Company. 
They had asfoc:ated them selves together fi r 
th e purpose of securing the co operation at.d 
assistance of all in the furtherance of certain 
railroad entetprises, and of such others a* they 
shottld from tim e to tim e agree upon. 
In pur­ 
suance of th e term s of th eir association and 
agreem ent they had invested respectively large 
sum s of m oney, aud were giving th eir lim e and 
labor lo the m anagem ent and direction of the 
corporations above-nam ed, aud to the acqui.i- 
tiou aud control of other corporations w hich 
they desired to operate in furtherance of the 
general schem es they then liad and m ight there­ 
after have in view. Being desirous iof securing 
the aid and co-operation o f another associate 
negotiations w ere opened w ith Mr. Colton, 
whom the defendants had know n fur several 
years prior thereto—w hich ended iu an agree­ 
m ent betw een him and tin in th at he should 
becom e assaciated w itu them iu like m auuer 
as they had heretofore been associated w ith 
one another. 
By th e term s of this agree­ 
m ent w ith th e defendants and M ark Hopkins, 
Mr. Colton was to have -.0,000 shares of the 
capital stock of the 
c en tral 
Pacific 
Rail­ 
road Company and 20,000 sitares of the capi­ 
tal stock o f th e Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. iu consideration of the sum ot 51,1100,000, 
for w hich sum he gave his promissory note, 
w ith intere-t at G per cent, per annum , payable 
on or before October 5 ,187'J. All dividends on 
th e stock w ere to be applied as paym ents on 
th e note. It was agreed th a t Colton was to 
share ill th e proportion thut his stock bore to 
th e stock issued in all responsibilities, damages, 
penalties, etc.. and to share in all the liabili­ 
ties of the Central Pacific, Southern Pacific, and 
Contract and Finance Companies, the sam e as 
if he had beeu associated and connected w ith 
them from the tim e of th eir organization. On 
th e 15th of December. 1874, they organized the 
W estern D evelopm ent Company, the affairs of 
w hich cut a m ost im portant figure iu tne con­ 
troversy. The c ap it.l stock of this com pany 
was fixed at 25,000,000, of w hich Stanford, 
H untington, Crocker aud H opkins each took 
tw o-uinilis and Colton one-ninth. General Col­ 
ton’s interest in all other properties acquired by 
the associates cam e to him through this corpor­ 
ation- ihe W estern D evelopm ent Company— 
except th a t w hich he held iu the lone Coal and 
iron Company—w hich had a capital stock of 
81,100,11) i, divided equally betw een the associ­ 
ates—and th a t w hich he held in the Colorado 
Steam Navigation Company, aud in ihe Occi­ 
dental and O riental Steam ship Company. 
He 
was also one o f the original incorporalors of the 
Southern Pacific Company of Arizona, organ­ 
ized in 1876, and held 80,000 shares of tne capi­ 
tal stock thereof. 
in 1S7G the parties m ade ar:d executed a new 
agreem ent, w hich they antedated as of October 
5,187). This agreem ent differs in some m aterial 
r o m '^ n f 1.»lfT60B>-°fiuV in the 
statem ent of facts. By fhe term s ot this m odi­ 
fied agreem ent the stock sold to Mr. Colton was 
pledged as collateral security for the paym ent 
of the 81,000,000 note, and it w as agreed th at 
n either party should sell his interest in the con­ 
tract w ithout th e w ritten consent of all parties 
thereto. 
T he enterprises entered into an d carried by 
these associates during the life-tim e of Mr. Col­ 
ton w ere of stupendous m agnitude, involving 
face values am ounting to hundreds of m illions 
o f dollars. The succtss ot th eir schem es de­ 
pended upon m auy tilings, l a the m idst oi 
th e n moat im portant operations both Mr. H op­ 
kins and Mr. Coltou w ere taken from the asso­ 
ciation by d e a th - th e form er on M arch 11). 187', 
the latter in October following. The bond of 
friendship w hich h ad bound the five associates 
together was ot the strongest kind, and the ton- 
fidence w hich one reposed in another had no 
lim it. 
boon after the death of h er h u sb ard , Mrs. Col­ 
ton—this plaintiff—began to m ake inquiries as 
to the interest of the estate in th e various cor­ 
porations w .th w hich Mr. Colton had been con­ 
nected. In his last w ill aud testam ent Mr. Col­ 
ton had recom m ended th a t if his wife should 
desire :he assistance of anyone in the settle­ 
m ent of his estate, his friend, b. M. Wilson, aud 
his Secretary, Charles E. Green, shouid be 
called in as co-executors 
Mrs. Colton, being 
th e universal legatee, and entirely ignorant ot 
h er husband’s affairs, called upon and secured 
the services of Mr. Wilson to aid her. 
Negotia­

gotiations th e plaintiff becam e suspicions of the 
m otives aud conduct of the defendants, be­ 
lieved th at they had m anipulated th e books to 
deceive her. aud th at they were unw orthy of 
trust or confidence. N evertheless, alter a th o r­ 
ough exam ination of the books and m any in ­ 
terview s w ith defendat t-, a com prom ise agree­ 
m ent was entered into on th e 27th day of 
August, 187!), by the term s ot w hich certain 
slocks, including 108 shares 
of the Rocky 
M ountain Coal an d Iron Company, w ere as­ 
signed to defendants, tit.'* 51.OOo.OC4) note was 
cancelled, and all the liabilities of the W. D. 
Co. and other co. porations w ere assum ed by 
them aud th e estate of Colton was released 
thereirom . 
About two years after the execution of the 
com prom ise 
agreem ent 
plaintiff' discovered 
m auy errors in the calculations upon w hich the 
com prom ise had been made, bhe thereupon 
served a notice of rescission and dem anded a 
new accounting. 
A com plaint was draw n up 
clia-gingthe defendants w ith m isrepresentation, 
concealm ent, etc.. and after several interview s, 
to w it, on May 21, 1882. [ lain titf com m enced 
this action for a rescission of the compromise 
agreem ent of August 27, 1879, on th e ground 
th at said agreem ent had been produced through 
false aud fraudulent representations m ade by 
deiendants during the course ot the negotia­ 
tions w hich resuited in th e execution of the 
compromise. 
The answ er denies th e charges of fraud, al­ 
leges th at w hatever statem ents w ere m ade by 
defendants w ere m ade by them in good faith, 
believing them to be trite, and avers th a t Col­ 
ton, during the tim e th at he was connected w ith 
th e \V. D. Co.. fraudulently appropriated to his 
own use certain large sum s of mouey belonging 
to said com pany and to those d-.iendants. 
A lter a trial, lasting nearly tw o years, before 
Hon. Jackson Tem[>!e—w ho was at th at tim e 
Judge oi the 3nperior Court of Sonoma eouDty. 
and who has recently left this Court on account 
ot illness-findings and judgm ent were rendered 
in favor of defendants. 
From this judgm ent, 
and an order denying the m otion for a new 
trial, th e p laintiff has appealed. 
In passing upon the points raised by the 
plaintiff on the motion for a new trial, the 
Court follows closely the reasoning and 
findings of Judge Temple. In fact that 
jurist's decision is sustained at every point. 
It is affirmed that Stanford, H cniington, 
H opkins and Colton were not partners in 
fhe legal sense, but their relations as rail­ 
road builders and managers of corporations 
were of a confidential and fiduciary char­ 
acter only. 
The death of Colton dissolved 
these trust relations w ithin the m eiuing 
of the Code, and Mrs. Colton only suc­ 
ceeded to his interests. 
She did not and 
could not have succeeded to the relations 
which her husband bore to the railroad 
magnates. As a m atter of fact, she did not 
depend on their statem ent of the condition 
of her husband’s affairs, but she called in 
Samuel M. W ilson, a distinguished lawyer, 
and Lloyd Tevis, a skillful financier, to 
procure "a settlement. They expended six 
m onths in exam ining Colton’s affairs and 
finally succeeded in effecting a compromise 
which Mrs. Colton accepted, and with her 
eyes open and by the advice of her advisers, 
signed. 
The Court pos’tively refuses, as 
did Judge Temple, to rescind au agreement 
made in this way, either on legal or 
equitable grounds. 
The opinion states 
that the plaintiff does not show that any 
fraud was perpetrated on her; on the con­ 
trary, every facility for exam ining into the 
accounts of the railroad corporations m an­ 
aged by the deceased, were offered her 
agents." The Court finds nothing else, 
either in the law pleaded or the evidence, 
upon which to grant a new trial.

W hen the m atter cante before the Legis­ 
lature the bill m aking the law was passed 
by one m ajority. The validity of the law 
will be contested on the ground that the 
election was not legal. The law contains 
all the radical points of the one passed by 
Kansas and also Illinois. 
The Legislature party leave to-night for 
Bismarck.

N ew Y o r k , January 2d —Dr. George F. 
Shrady, editor of the Medical Record, in an 
article upon the epidemic of influenza, 
says: "There is now no doubt that the in­ 
fluenza. or what is popularly known as ‘la 
grippe,’ has become an epidemic in this 
city, and is scattered broadcast over the 
country. 
It is also quite evident that ils 
general characteristics correspond 
with 
those in connection with the prevailing 
type of the malady in Russia, Germany 
and France. Fortunately it is of such a 
mild type, save that for its invasion of 
large districts aud for the large num ber ot 
persons attacked, it would scarcely be 
noted in the category of ailm ents connected 
with the usual ones which occur during 
the winter m onths associated with the 
rapid and varied changes of temperature 
and hum idity. 
“The reports of the fatality of the disease, 
as m ight have been expected, have been 
very much exaggerated. 
Particularly does 
this rem ark apply to the alarming death 
rate in Paris. 
In point of fact, there is no 
disease with such wide prevalence which 
has such a comparatively low m ortality. 
In this country, at least, there is yet to be 
reported the first case of death which can 
be laid to a pure and simple attack of the 
disease. 
Even the serious complications 
are so few as scarcely to m erit the recogni­ 
tion alongside of those which are con­ 
stantly occurring with the usual disease of 
the season. After the effects of the epi­ 
demic they will doubtless be m arked by a 
feeling of prostration more or less con­ 
tinued, and lowering of the health tone. 
Previously robust persons will 
quickly 
rally, while the feeble will require stim u­ 
lants and tonics for variable periods.” 


W E A T H E R B U L L E T IN . 


H e a v y P r e c ip ita tio n in tlie N o r th w e s t- 
L ig h t in th e E a s t. 
W a sh in g to n, January 2d.—The m onthly 
weather and crop bulletin issued bv the 
Signal office says: Only light frosts oc­ 
curred along the Gnlf coast during the 
m onth, but on the Pacific coast frosts ex­ 
tended southward a9 far as San Diego, on 
the 30th and 31st of the m onth. T bs low­ 
est marked cold wave occurred at the close 
of the m onth. 
The lowest tem perature 
observed was 22° below, which occurred on 
the 30th at St. VinceDt, and the line of zero 
tem perature at no time extended south of 
Iowa or east of W isconsin. 
There has been an excessive precipita­ 
tion generally throughout the Lake region, 
Minnesota, eastern Dakota, northern New 
England, California, southern Oregon, and 
over the plateau regions. 
The rainfall for the m onth has been 
most unusual in California, over 18 inches 
having fallen at San Francisco, 15 at Los 
Angeles, and nearly eight at San Diego, 
which was from three to five times the 
usual am ount for the m onth. These heavy 
rains were attended by destructive floods, 
causing considerable damage to roads and 
interrupting communication. 
Throughout the entire country south of 
the Lake region, aud from Massachusetts 
southward to Florida, less than the norm al 
precipitation occurred, the m onth being 
iu rainfall was from three to live incoes 
less than usual.

— The new 
year began with a cold, disagreeable rain, 
which continued Ihronghout the day. The 
W hite House, os usual, was the central 
point of interest. 
No one of ils predeces­ 
sors exceeded in briliancy Ihe first official 
reception given by ihe head of the present 
Adm inistration. 
Certainly never before 
has there been at the W hite House a re­ 
ception with such a largeand distinguished 
representation from other nations. This 
was due to the presence, in addition to the 
regular diplomatic and consular officers, of 
the delegates to the International Mari­ 
tim e and Pan-Am erican Conference». 
The interior decorations, while not elab­ 
orate, were very effective consisting ot a 
liberal display of tropical ar.d flowering 
plants and flowers. 
The reception was 
held in the Blue Parlor and lasted from 11 
A. M. till 2 P. M. 
The presentation was in the following 
order: The Diplom atie Corps, the Ju d i­ 
ciary, members of Congress, officers of the 
army aud navy, prom inent public officials, 
Grand Arm y men and the genera! public. 
The reception of tbeoffieersof the Army 
and Navy and M arine Corps was probably 
the showiest feature of the day, they being 
in fuil-dre-s uniform, and resplendent with 
brass buttons, bright epaulets, gaudy sashes 
and gold lace. 
iiajor-G enetal Schofield 
headed the arm y and Rear-Admiral Jouett 
the navy. Admiral Porter did not attend, 
on account of the bad weather. 
About 12 o’clock the reception became 
more general in its character. Indeed, the 
callers became so num erous and followed 
each other so closely that fhe President 
was compelled to restrict his welcome to a 
single shake of the hand and a simple 
“Glad to see you.” 
The reception lasted until 2 o’clock, and 
it is estimated that during that tim e the 
President shook hands with nearly 6,000 
people. 
W hen it was over, the President 
invited the ladies who assisted him and a 
num ber of others, to join him in a lunch­ 
eon which had been prepared expressly for 
them in the hallway upstairs. 
Mrs. Harrison's absence was due to the 
recent death of her sister, and it was at 
her request that her daughter, Mrs. McKee, 
assumed the responsibility of hostess on 
this occasion. Mrs. Blaine was unable to 
assist by reason of the recent death of her 
sister. Mrs. Proctor is also in bad health 
and was also unable to be present. 
Vice-President and Mrs. Morton held a 
large reception in their new house from 12 
to 3 o’clock. It was practically a duplicate 
of the President’s reception, as nearly all 
the people who paid their respects to the 
President improved the opportunity of 
paying their respects to Vice President and 
Mrs. Morton, who left the W hite House 
ju st after the army and navy officers were 
presented.

W ashington. January 2d.—The National 
prototvpis allotted to the United States at 
the International Convention of W eights 
and Measures, in Paris, iu Septembt-r last, 
were formally received at,d accepted by the 
President this afternoon in the presence of 
a distinguished company of representatives 
and scientific nten. 
They were brought from Parts in two 
boxes carefully sealed aud marked, and 
have been vigilantly guarded from the 
moment of their m anufacture. These new 
standards were constructed by the co-oper­ 
ation of the principal Governments oi the 
world. 
Their history in brief is as follows: 
In 
1869 the French Governm ent invited other 
nations to send delegates to Paris for the 
purpose of form irg an International Com­ 
mission for the construction of a new meter 
for an international standpoint of length. 
The invitation was accepted, and our Gov­ 
ernm ent appointed Professors H enry and 
H ilgard as delegates. 
In 1875 a treaty was 
signed at Paris for the establishm ent of an 
International Bureau of Weights and Meas­ 
ures. The Bureau was established and put 
under the adm inistrative direction of dele­ 
gates from the various countries concerned. 
A large staff ot learned men were employed 
to study the method for carrying out prac­ 
tically the theoretical requirements agreed 
upon as necessary by tlie delegates. The 
" fficulties 
encuuntered 
ware 
all sur­ 
m ounted, and the work was carried to a 
successful completion. The standards or­ 
dered by the various Governments were 
distributed by lot last September. 
One set of the standards set apart as 
the international prototypes is kept in a 
cave at the International Burean. The 
object of putting tberu iu the cave is to se­ 
cure them against accident or sudden or 
great change of temperature, as it is deemed 
possible that permanent* changes in the 
molecular struc ure of the materials of the 
standards may be brought about by snch 
fluctuations of tem perature. 
No single 
person can have ecues' to the international 
prototyprs. 
The cave is locked np by 
three ‘different keys in the hsnds of as 
m any individuals, and every conceivable 
precaution has been taken to keep them 
inviolable. 
The standards distributed fo the various 
Governments are called national proto­ 
types, and the same care will be taken to 
preserve them .

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT CONTENTION. 
The City Trustees have granted a fran­ 
chise to another electric light company to 
erect pioles and to suspend wires and to 
make subways in this city, and the opera­ 
tion of the order is only suspended by a 
motion to reconsider, and which ought to 
prevail. 
The Kecord-Uniun has op­ 
posed the haste with which the matter has 
been pushed, and it sees no reason for 
ceasing its oppiosition. 
That there is 
economy to a city in the competition of 
corporations to furnish it with such neces­ 
saries as gas and electric lighting is not to 
be gainsayed. The city interests must 
always be preferred to the personal desires 
or private gains of anyone, or the wish to 
engage in a public enterprise, and it is 
this consideration alone that moves us in 
this matter. 
Tiie city advertised for the letting of the 
contract for the lighting of the streets for 
two years from the 1st of January, 1890. 
A bid was filed by a compiany having a 
plant in this city both for gas and electric­ 
ity. Thereupon another body of men 
came forward and proposed to bid, and did 
bid, on the understanding that it should 
oe granted a franchise for the placing of 
machinery and the use of the streets for 
pole4, wires and structures beneath the 
surface of the streets and the alleys, for all 
present known and all possible future uses 
of electricity. Ilut it added the further 
condition that the erection of this new 
plant must be contingent upion the award­ 
ing of the contract to it for lighting the 
streets for two years. If this was not ask­ 
ing the city to furnish the new set of men 
with the capital for their enterprise, then 
we do not understand the meaning of 
words. We have no hesitation in saying 
that the proposition was not only unheard 
of, out was little short of impudent. 
Had the authorities desired to enjoy the 
benefits of the competition of another bid­ 
der for the lighting of the city streets 
they should have postponed the letting of 
the contract to give the new company 
time to organize, to put in its bid in due 
form and to make manifest its sincerity 
by putting itself upion a par with other 
bidders bv setting up its works as they did 
the others in the first instance, and then 
take its chances under the detail of sealed 
bids. But this was not done. On the 
contrary the unheard-of proceeding was 
had of granting to the new company while 
yet it was in embryo, the right to light the 
streets and occupy them for all pos­ 
sible electrical purposes, and giving it 
ninety days in which to erect the neces­ 
sary works for lighting purpioses. 
We 
submit that this was not fair play, and it 
is doubted also if it complies with the 
law: certainly it did not comply with the 
terms under which bids were asked for, to 
wit, to light the streets from the first day 
of t.be new year. 
W hile other cities are receiving large 
premiums for franchises for piublic works, 
the anomaly is presented of Sacramento 
prosing to give a few pietitioners the chief 
capital that enables them to become com­ 
petitors for public work. Score» of com 
pañíes can be formed any day on a sim­ 
ilar basis. Franchises to occupy the pub- 
yp-nrmtTcn roank cári Dé'secured and in­ 
vestments made. But, in addition to the 
free gift of the franchise, this city is asked 
to pledge itself to the payment of a pre­ 
mium in the shape of a contract guaran­ 
teeing to the new scheme a certain income 
for the period of two years. A more un­ 
business-like proposition we do not believe 
can be cited. 
The new compiany, after it made its ap­ 
plication, went through the form of or­ 
ganization and incorporation, and it was 
then disclosed that with an announced 
capiitu! stock of $250,000, but $6,000 of it 
had been subscribed. How much bet­ 
ter it would have been for the piromoters 
to have formed and incorporated their 
company first, to have shown their faith in 
the virtue of their system by securing a 
properly-conditioned franchise and by es­ 
tablishing works, and then to have said to 
the city : “ We are pirepiared to complete for 
furnishing you with street lights, and we 
demand the right to complete.” 
The piropriety of granting the right to 
further incumber the streets with pioles 
and wires and subways for fifty years for all 
present and all possible future uses for elec­ 
tricity is opeu to grave doubt. It is bad 
policy, in the light of the antagonism that 
is everywhere developing to overhead 
w.res as conductors of electrical currents. 
It is a bad business to tie this city for fifty 
years hand and foot in this matter. All 
the probabilities are that before long we 
wiil want to introduce a very different sys­ 
tem of electrical carriage for piublic uses. 
-Even when the contract was let to the 
new company the other day it disclosed 
grave defects, as also docs the franchise, 
and to a few in the latter let citizens turn 
their attention. In ail other franchises to 
use the public streets, as will be seen by 
reference to the records, the holders of the 
franchises have been bound to repiair all 
streets that they dig up or disturb, and to 
restore them, after making excavations, to 
as good a condition as that in which 
found. Nothing of the kind sppears in 
the new franchise. It was inserted in all 
granted heretofore; why, then, was it 
omitted in this case? 
There is no"requin ment that the wires 
shall be so strung or the sub-ways laid as 
n t to endanger the fire-alarm system, or 
to interfere with the operations of the fire 
department in extinguishing conflagra- 
t'ons. Sarelv this is a leouirement that 
the commonest business wisdom suggests. 
Certainly that regarding the repair of 
streets disturbed, and which we repeat has 
been made a provision of all other fran- 
ch ises of that order, cannot be omitted in 
the interests of the city, while the omis- j 
sion is directly in the intzrest of the ¡ 
holders of the franchise. 
No security whatever is given to the city 
th it after the ninety days of granted grace 
it shall receive the benefits the new com- 
piuy promise. In short, it will be seen by 
the proposed franchise, which we else-! 
w Lire pnbbsh in full, that no restrictions j 
w otever are attached ; that not even com-' 
m -ue-t guards for the city’s interests are ! 
inter, raed. 
Bet us be clearly understood, we are not i 
Opposing the grant of a franchise under i 
proper restrictions to any company, that 
in good faith propioses to come in and es­ 
tablish industries in Sacramento. We in­ 
sist, however, that the granting of a fran­ 
chise should stsrd it dependent of any 
p mise i any city ; atronare, and should 
hear no rei. tion to public pap whatever. 


If the company is willing to take a fran­ 
chise with proper restrictions, and so 
guarded that the city will not be bound 
hand and foot no matter what the devel­ 
opments of science and the progress of 
discovery, by all means it should be 
granted, and the commercial value that all 
such grants have may be waived. 
W hat the City Trustees now ought to do 
is to declare all bids off’, postpxme the let­ 
ting of the contract for lighting the streets

quired to repair all streets it disturbs; 
that it shall be bound to furnish all pieople 
who apply for its product; that it shall 
not stretch its wires irrespective of the 
safety of the fire alarm system, and in de­ 
fiance of the officials of that department 
of the city government, nor construct its 
subways excepit under supervision of the 
city authorities; and that if the city shall 
desire to purchase the plant and attach­ 
ments of the corporation at any time when 
the latter resolves to sell out, a rate of pur­ 
chase propiortioned to the original cost 
shall be specified, and the matter not be 
left as it now is, that the city shall be a 
preferred purchaser at whatever figure the 
corporation may see fit to name. 
All the R ecord-U nion desires is that 
common business principiles shall be ob­ 
served in this whole matter; that the city 
shall grant no franchises that are not 
guarded by proper restrictions, and that 
no right shall be voted away beyond possi­ 
bility of recall, that will erect within the 
city a power that can dei’v its authority, 
or that will prevent the people from avail­ 
ing of the developiments of the future in 
electrical science.

The highest and lowest temperatures one

STATE CAPITOL. 


D e p u ty S ecreta ry o f S tate D a v id so n and 


o th er s R em em b ered in a V ery Sub­ 


sta n tia l M anner. 


At the recurrence of every New Year the 
employee of the offices of the Secretary of 
State observe the day by keeping open 
house and entertaining their friends, and 
on all such occasions one of their num ber 
is the recipient of presents. This is a cus­ 
tom commenced years ego, and has been 
kept up through the term s of Melone, 
Burns, Beck, Thompson and Hendricks. 
Several days ago invitations were sent out 
to their friends to call on New Year’s Day. 
T he Supreme Court room was arranged for 
the reception, and the table in the center 
of the chamber usually loaded down with 
reports, codes and legal lore, was laden 
with immense bowls of cham pagne punch, 
an assortment of cakes ar.d the finest brands 
o f H avana cigars. By noon at least one 
hundred persons bad assembled, including 
representatives from every office in the 
building, and a num ber of leading citizens 
of the city. 
T he assemblage was called to order by 
W . \V. Douglas, Executive Secretary to the 
Governor. 
In a few well-timed rem arks he 
referred to the year of prosperity that bad 
ju st closed, and expressed a hope that the 
New Year which had just opened with a 
day of sunshine would be full of the pleas­ 
ures and comforts of life to all present. 
G eneral Cosby, w ho sat n ear th e C hair­ 
m an, was n ex t called upon. 
M r. Cosbv, 
after a few words apropos o f the day, 
tu rn ed to and addressing tb e rotund, genial 
and jo lly D eputy Secretary o f State, said: 
Caif raí D andfvn: The attaches of the Secre­ 
tary of State's office, knowing that you and I 
have been tritnds from boyhood, have assigned 
to me the pleasing duty of representing them on 
this occasion. 1 know you to be a modest man 
and in my few words of commendation I shall 
stop short of what truth wou’d prompt and per­ 
m it me to say. Were you and 1 in the matri­ 
monia! market, I should hesitate to say that 
forty-one years ago I kuew you as youst od 
upon the threshold of manhood—a rollicking, 
curly-headed, rosy-cheeked, active boy. full of 
luu and fond of everything but your books. 
In these long years time has dealt lairly with 
you, for though now you part your locks with a 
towel (applause) your shadow has not grown 
less (applause i, and your heart, unchilled by 
time, beats warmly as of old to generous and 
honorable impulses. 
These 
have drawn to 
you many friends who will cling to you till 
summoned to leave this golden shore and cross 
the dark river. 
In all these years no one can name an inten­ 
tional act of yours unworthy the teachings of 
your childhood home or alma mater. As cadet 
and officer 1 know i>ersonally that you com­ 
manded the esteem and respect of the’ men and 
your brother officers. When compelled to take 
sides in a straggle vou had no share in creating, 
you disregarded policy and self-interest, but, 
yielding to the ties of kindred and obeying 
the dictates of conscience, you joined’ the 
cause in which all was lost save honor. In 
that struggle you bore yourself with honor 
and distinguished credit till the last drum was 
beat and the last gun fired, and then gracefully 
acknowledged that grand in its proportions as 
our country is, it is yet too small to nold more 
than one flag. [Applause.] Then, sheathing 
your sword, you joined the grand army of bread­ 
winners, and it is grimly amusing to recall the 
strange and diverse vocations your fortunes and 
necessities led you to seek. As hotel-keeper. 
steamboat Captain, Sheriff, rancher, lawyer, and 
others I do not remember, you displayed energy, 
integrity and a keen sense of honor and justice 
in your intercourse with your fellow-men. 
For three years past you have filled the posi­ 
tion of Deputy Secretary of State, and as each 
day has been scratched from the calendar and 
fallen as grains of sand upon the shores of time, 
we have noted your strict sense of justice, cour­ 
teous. kind and gentlemanly treatm ent of those 
around you. These feelings have aggregated 
into warm personal regard and esteem. To-day, 
the first of the year, we have m et to give token 
to onr regard lor you, and ask your acceptance 
of what we deem an appropriate souvenir—one, 
that as you will consult it, will recall the donors' 
kind feeliug to your recollection. We hope it 
may never record for you in the year 1890 an 
hour of sickness or unhappiness. We know it 
can never point the time of any act of yours 
which can call a blush to the cheek of those 
who most cherish your good name. Accept, 
then, this gift, with our heartfelt wishes lor 
your continued health and prosperity. JAp- 
plause.] 
GENERAL DAVIDSON'S R E PLY . 
The Deputy Secretary of State was com­ 
pletely surprised. H e had been let into 
the secret of another presentation, but that 
be wa3 to be tbe recipient of so valuable a 
present accompanied by such an avalanche 
of eloquence and kindly allusions quite 
overcame him. After a m om ent’s reflec­ 
tion he arose amidst applause and slowly 
and with much feeling said: 
Mr. Chairman and Fnaids: One year ago to­ 
day we assembled in the office of the Secretary 
of State to pay respect to our chief and present 
him wiih a small token of remembrance, which 
was truly merited. That occasion was pleasant 
and agreeable to me. 
We have passed through 
another y.. ar with its pleasures and pains. And 
now to day we are again assembled—and it ap­ 
pears I am the object of your favor. I will 
assure you t is to me most pleasant and agree­ 
able, but whether it is meritorious is for others 
to say. 
This present will always be to me a pleasant 
reminiscence, and will be handed down to my 
son as an heirloom. 
Whenever 1 look upon its 
bright face It will recall this pleasant occasion 
and the bright smiles of the friends now sur­ 
rounding me, the doners. My friends, I thank 
you sincerely from the bottom of my heart. 1 
have always tried to be jast; desired the friend­ 
ship of all, and courted the favors of none. I 
wish you one and all a happy new year. [Ap­ 
plause] 
T he engraving on the inside of the watch 
read as follows : 
“Presented to General H. 
B. Davidson at the Calilornia State Capitol 
January 1, 1890.” 
After all had drank to the health of Gen­ 
eral Davidson Mr. Douglas again called to 
order and said be had been detailed to per­ 
form a duty, one of tbe pleasantest of his 
life. H e then paid a high compliment to 
Janitor L. M. Landsborough, one of the 
most popular officials at the Capitol, aD 
obliging and genial genileman. and whom 
everyone esteems it a pleasure to call 
friend. 
At the conclusion of his remarks 
he presented Mr. Landsborough, on behalf 
of the a:iacbes of the building, wilb a hand­ 
some gold chain and locket, the latter set 
w ith diamonds. The engraving upon the 
reverse side of the locket reads: 
“Cour­ 
tesies apDteciated. 
L. M. L., by Capitol 
Attaches.” 
Mr. Landsborough responded in a few 
well-chosen remarks, thanking tbe donors 
for their kindly consideration and wishing 
all concerned a prosperous and happy New 
Y ear. 
AND STILL ANOTHER. 
The classes were sgain filled and J. H. 
M itchell stepped forward and addressing 
the well-known fresco anist, Thomas W. 
O'Neil, spoke as follows: 
I am requested by your many friends who have 
been under you form ally months past, to ex­ 
tend to you their hearty good wishes, ior your 
prosperity and true happiness during this new 
year. Your men have also requested me to 
hand to you a slight evidence of the high re­ 
gard and esteem in which they hold you for 
our uniform kindness and consideration. Be 
ind enough to accept this chain and locket, 
and whenever you Iook upon them beassuied 
that each liuk binds our hearts to yon, and that 
we. one aRd all, wish yon all the happiness that 
a kind Providence can bestow. 
Mr. O'Neil thanked his workmen for 
their kindly remembrance, assuring them 
th at their good wishes were highly appre­ 
ciated. and this occasion one not soon to 
be forgotten. 
He complimented his men 
for their excellent and faithful seivice, and 
said the work in the Capitol building was 
a living evidence of the excellency of their 
w orkm anship. H e closed by wishing one 
and all a happy new year. 
The locket is engraved as follow s: “Pre­ 
sented to T. W .

The bell bad been ringing at a 
lively rate all the way down tbe levee, and 
the engineer pave a shrill blast of the 
whistie to warn the object, in case it were 
alive, to leave the track. 
The object did not move, and tbe engine 
struck it and burled it high into the air. 
Engineer Rudeck stopped the train and 
went back to see w hat he had strnck. H e 
found, to his surprise, the bruised and 
bleeding form of a man. 
W ith the assist­ 
ance of several attaches of the train the in ­ 


ju re ! man was taken aboard the caboose 
and made as comfortable as possible until 
the train came back into town. The in 
jured party was take* to the Receiving 
Hospital. 
A t the hospital the man was identified 
n3 W illiam McLeod, who for a year or so 
has kept a little barber-shop on K street, 
between Front and Second. 
He was found 
to be suffering from a deep wound in the 
throat, a broken leg and various bruises 
about the body. 
He lived but an hour 
after his arrival at the hospital. 
It appears that for some time past Mc­ 
Leod lias been suflering from erysipelas, 
and at times the pain would be so great as 
to m ake him delirious. On Monday he 
had an unusually bad attack and went to 
the Couniy Hospital for treatm ent. He 
grew worse that night and on the next 
day was delirious. On Tuesday night, in 
his delirium , he partially dressed himself 
and managed to get out of the hospital. 
H e did not put on his shoes, and, throwing 
his overcoat over his head, he struck out 
for town, taking the railroad (rack for his 
path. No doubt he either did not see the 
train coming or was not in a condition to 
realize his danger. 
Engineer Rudeck takes the m atter con­ 
siderably at heart. “ We were rattling 
aloDg the levee, and had just reached a 
point between Thirteenth and Fifteenth 
streets,” said he yesterday, “ when I saw 
som ething standing on the track between 
the rails, about fifteen yards off. I did not 
know it was a man when I first saw it. The 
bell was riDgiDg, but I blew an extra 
whistle. I was sure it was not a m an, and 
thought that some of tbe boys had been 
trying to play a joke on me with a ‘dum m y.’ 
W hen the engine struck him it threw him 
to the north of the track. I stopped and 
went back, still thinking it was a joke and 
I bad 
only knocked 
over a dum my. 
W hen we picked him up he was lying 
partly on the track and was not dead. He 
assisted him self in getting into tbe ca­ 
boose. H e had an overcoat over his head 
when we struck him and was in his stock­ 
ing feet. H e was standing perfectly still 
on the track.” 
Firem an Cotter and H . H . Sturgell, who 
were on the engine at the time, both cor­ 
roborated engineer Rudeck’s statement. 
McLeod gave his age at the County H os­ 
pital as 39 years, though he was a much 
older-looking man. H e was a native of 
Alabama, and has a sister living some­ 
where in ihe State. H e was a m em ber of 
Lincoln Post, G. A. R , of this city, and 
was the recipient of a pension from the 
Government. 
An inquest will be held by Coroner Clark 
this morning. 


SWEEPING PR IVILEGES. 


F u ll T ex t o f th e O rd in an ce G ran tin g tlie 
E le c tr ic L ig h t F ra n ch ise. 
T h e ordinance passed at th e last m eet­ 
ing of tb e City B oard o f T rustees, by tbe 
votes o f M essrs. M cL aughlin and W olf, 
gran tin g a franchise to certain parties to 
establish and m ain tain a new electric light 
p lan t in this city, is prin ted in full below, 
in order th a t th e public m ay see for th em ­ 
selves its full scope. 
T he sw eeping c h a r­ 
acter of its provisions has seldom been 
equaled in any ordinance g ranting p rivi­ 
leges to any corporation or individuals: 
Ordinance Xo. —, granting certain privileges to 
L. L. liaker, Joseph D. Redding, Robert M. 
Hamilton, C. F. Fargo. H. G. Smith aud oth­ 
ers, relative to supplying m e city of Sacra­ 
mento with electric lights and to such other 
purposes as electricity may now or hereafter 
be used. 
Section 1. The right is hereby granted to C. F. 
Fargo, H. G. Smith, L. L. Baker. Joseph D. Red­ 
ding and Robert M. Hamilton, their associates, 
successors and assigns, to construct, maintain 
and operate in the city of Sacramento, and in 
and upon the streets, alleys, avenues and thor­ 
oughfares thereof, such masts, poles, wires and 
other conductors for the transmission or con­ 
ducting of electricity as may be necessary for 
introducing into and supplying said city and 
the inhabitants thereof with electric light, 
either arc or incandescent, or both, and tor such 
other purposes as electricity may now or here­ 
after be used: or in the option of the said C. F. 
Fargo, H. G. Smith, L. L. Baker, Joseph D. 
Redding and Robert M. Hamilton, their associ­ 
ates, successors and assigns, the right and privi­ 
lege to construct, m aiatain and operate in said 
city of Sacramento, and under the surface of the 
streets, alleys, avenues 
aud 
thoroughfares 
thereof such metal, wooden or earthen condu­ 
its or pipes, through and in which will be laid 
and run the wires and conductors required for 
ihe transmission of eleetricitv for the purposes 
aforesaid. 
Section 2. This grant is made upon the follow­ 
ing express conditions: All masts and poles 
constructed, set aud maintained by the said 
grantees under this ordinance shall be ol neatly- 
dressed wood, painted, and of sufficient hight 
that the wires thereon shall in no way interfere 
with trade, travel or traffic. 
Section 3. The rights, privileges and franchise 
herein granted shall continue and be in force 
for the period of fifty years. 
The amendm ent of Trustee W olf to Trus­ 
tee M cLaughlin’s motion to grant the fran­ 
chise (or pass the ordinance), when finally 
reduced to writing and submitted, was as 
follow s: 
I move, as an amendment to Mr. McLaughlin’s 
motion, that the franchise of Mr. Fargo and 
others be granted as requested, with the follow­ 
ing proviso, to be added to the end of the fran­ 
chise in tbe following words : 
“Provided, that the city of Sacramento shall 
have the first opportunity of purchasing the 
plant to be established under this lrauchise, and 
shall have a reasonable lime in which soto 
do, and 12U days shall be deemed a reasonable 
time.”

RESULT OF A SPREE. 


G eo rg e C h ase H a s an A c cid en t 
T h at 
N ea rly C osts H im H is L ife. 
On New Y ear’s afternoon officer Coffey 
brought to tbe Police Station a man named 
George Chase, who was suffering from an 
ugly cut in the thigh. Chase could not 
tell how or where he received the wound, 
but it was learned from other sources that 
he went into A ntone Brewer’s Front-street 
lodging-house early in the m orning to 
sleep off a spree, and on ascending the 
stairs fell back to the bottom. 
Nothing 
daunted, he got up, and though one eye 
was closed from the effects of the fall, he 
gained his loom, locked him self in and 
went to bed. 
W hile asleep he fell from his cot upon 
a vessel and smashed it to pieces, and the 
broketi crockery pierced his thigh three or 
four inches. In iiis stupefied condition be 
went back to bed and lay there till the 
afternoon, when Ihe proprietor of the 
house, thinking something was wrong, 
forced in the door. Tbe bedclothes and 
floor were covered with blood, aud Chase 
was found in a very weak condition. He 
was brought to the Receiving H i^pital by 
officer Coffey, where Ihe City Physician 
dressed his wounds. The doctor stated 
that the man might, perhaps, die from loss 
of blood, but yesterday m orning he was 
still in the land of the living aud feeling 
tolerably well, though weak aud nervous 
from loss of blood. 


The citrus fair held in Sacramento a few 
years since demonstrated to the world ihe 
fact that Central aud Northern California 
could 
successfully 
compete with other 
localities in the cultivation of the orange 
and lemon for the m arket. 
That exhibi­ 
tion of the citrus products of this portion 
of the State was a revelation even to the 
m ajority of its own residents, although in 
m any localities attention was already being 
given to citrus culture. 
But since the 
holding of that fair great strides have been 
m ade in this direction, notably in Butte 
county, in the neighborhood of Oroville, 
which had already acquired considerable 
celebrity for the choice quality of its fruits. 
Many thousands of acres in that county 
have since been planted with orange trees, 
and the citrus colonies there have flour­ 
ished in a m anner that has been excelled 
in few localities of the State, even where 
orange-growing is regarded as the chief 
industry. 
The State Board of Trade, 
forseeing the future importance to the 
State of her citrus industries, and appre­ 
ciating the fact that tbe bolding of exhibi­ 
tions was an onerous burden for localities 
to bear, took steps toward having the State 
Legislature provide for two yearly citrus 
fails in different parts of the State. The 
proposition met with general favor, and 
that body voted $10,000 for the purpose— 
one snch exhibition to be given in the 
southern part ot the State and one in the 
northern, under the direction of the State 
Board of Agriculture. 
Subsequently Los 
Angeles and Oroville were selected as the 
places at which these fairs should be held. 
Owing to the fact that oranges and lem ­ 
ons in Central and Northern California are 
ready for m arket m uch earlier than in 1 lie 
southern counties, the date of the Oroville 
Fair was fixed for January 7th, aud that of 
the Los Angeles Fair two m onths later. 
The former will open on Tuesday evening 
next, and it is expected that most of the 
counties in the Sacramento valley and 
along the Sierra Nevada warm foothill belt 
will have exhibits thereat. Following is 
the Executive Commit'ee having the m at­ 
ter in charge: E. W. Fogg, Chairman; D. 
K. Perkins, H. C. Bell, James C. Gray, 
Floyd Taber, G. H . Cordy, Col. T. B. Luil- 
lurn, A. O. Baldwin, J. J. Smith, D. N. 
Friesleben, J. M. Bali. Major Frank Mc­ 
Laughlin. Msjor A. F Jone3 and M. J. 
Green. The Secretary is Robert A. Green. 
Mr. Friesleben, who has been Superintend­ 
ent of the two p :e ’ious fairs, will again 
hold that position, while G. W . Hancock, 
of Sacramento, will be Managing Director, 
representing the State Agricultnral Society. 
The fair will be held in a m am m oth can­ 
vas pavilion, as was the local one last year, 
owing to the lack of a hall spacious enough 
for that purpose. The pavilion is upward 
of 200 feet in length, and has been erected 
in the Courthouse grounds. The continu­ 
ous storm h8S interfered somewhat with 
getting the pavilion in proper shape, but 
ail will be in readiness for the opening at 
the appointed time. 
W hile the fair is í d progress visitors will 
be carried by the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company at special rates. 
Last season 
round-trip tickets were $5. General Freight 
Agent Sm urr has issued a circular instruct­ 
ing agents to eharge exhibitors regular 
rates on shipm ents to Oroville, and adds: 
“ When to be returned, consignee or exhib­ 
itor should surrender to this company’s 
agent at Oroville the expense bill showing 
charges to the fair, also certificate of the 
Secretary of the Association to the effect 
that the property had been on exhibition 
aDd not "changed hands. The agent will 
take up said expense bill aud certificate, 
and forward the shipm ent to original ship­ 
ping point free of charge, noting on the 
way-bill, ‘Inw ard expense bill and Secre­ 
tary’s certificate taken up.’ Exhibitors who 
may have paid charges to tbe fair on arti­ 
cles that at its close are found to be worth­ 
less, by reason of their perishable nature, 
can, upon surrendering of the expense bill, 
accompanied by certificate of the Secretary 
of the Association that the property has 
been on exhibition, not sold, and is unfit 
tor return transportation, receive from this 
company’s agent the am ount paid for 
transportation to tbe fair. The agent will 
send such expense bills, accompanied with 
Secretary’s certificate, to this office for re­ 
lief voucher.” 
In addition to the $2,500 given by the 
State to aid in the holdiDg of the exhibition, 
the citizens of Butte have raised $0,000 
more for 
the purpose. 
Prem ium s are 
offered for oranges, 
lemons, 
olive oil, 
raisins, dried traits, apples and almonds. 
Placer county will have a fine display at 
tbe fail, but will not be a competitor for 
prem ium s. 
There are persons who affect to believe 
that such expositions as that proposed to 
be held at Oroville are of little or no prac­ 
tical value. But this opinion does not 
seem to prevail among 
the people of 
Florida. The R kcokd U nion was yester­ 
day the recipient of an invitation to the In ­ 
ternational and Semi-Tropical Exposition 
to be held at Ocala, in that State, on tbe 
15th inst., and to continue three months. 
Among the inducements offered to visitors 
are the following: 
“The city of Ocala has fine hotel accom­ 
modations, street railways, electric lights, 
artesian water, etc., and includes within an 
hour's ride the famous groves at Citra and 
Orange Lake, Lake Weir, the historical
